— President 
Nixon's statements that he first 
learned of the Watergate cover-up 
on March 21, 1973, have been shaken 
by evidence presented to the Ju- 
diclary Committee of the House of 
Representatives. 

A taped presidential conversation 
heard by the members of the im- 
peachment panel on Tuesday in- 
dicated to several of them that 
Nixon was aware et least four 
days earlier that White House aides 
might be involved in the cover-up. 

It is not the four days ‘that is 
significant in their view. But they 
said the apparent discrepancy raises 
doubts about Nixon's Watergate ex- 
planations. He has repeatedly given 
March 21 as the date he first learn- 
. ed of efforts centred in the White 
House to contain the spreading

T= Jerusalem Symphony Or- 
chestra's season ended with its 
most successful gimmick — another 
Marathon, this time dedicated to 
Beethoven. As has become the cus- 
tom, the regular Tuesday concert 
was sold out, and the public dress 
rehearsal on Monday (which I at- 
tended) was dangerously overcrowd- 
ed. To be glued for five solid hours 
to one’s seat (for fear of being 
robbed of this convenience by the 
milling crowd looking for accommo- 
dation) demands real love for music, 
‘but was made bearable through wise 
contrasts and a generally high stan- 
dard of presentations in the first 
part of the evening. Shortcomings 
of the later, orchestral programme 
were somewhat ameliorated by the 
solacing thought that everything 
comes to an end, eventually. - 

It all began with Military March 
(1809), arranged by Lukas Foss, 
which were played on the Piazza in 
fromt of the Theatre. The Police 
Band, under conductor Arieh Ze- 
manek, sounded remarkably well be- 
lanced and played with clean in- 
tonation. There followed (inside the 
Theatre) Variations on a Theme 
from ‘Don Giovanni” of 1797 int 

, Played by Ehud Avichail an 
Shiono Trubashnik, oboe, and Mina 
Zeldman, English horn — a pleasant 
and skilful piece. It was well ex- 


ecuted, but the pauses between the £ 


variations were too long to aliow the 
musicians to regain their breath. 

Jerome Barry sang, with Idith 
Zvi as fine accompanist, the Song 
Cycle “An die ferne Geliebte” (1810) 
with much dedication, though even 
his fine musicianship could not do 
much about the hopelessly stiff 
music. A sweet little girl of 10, 
Hannah Fabian, rattled off ‘“Fuer 
Elise” (1810) and earned enthuslas- 
tie applause for this feat. Four 
trombones assembled to play Three 
Equali (1812) in agreeable perform- 
ance, though these pieces are not 
more than harmony exercises. 

A very early composition — the 
Trio for Flute, Bassoon and Piano 
11787) — was given a competent 
reading by Nahum Zeidel, Dimitri 


and Shoshana Rudiakov; conven- 
tional, quite un-Beethovenian, the 
Trio received loving attention, and 
all three artists demonstrated flaw- 
less technical ability on their re- 
spective instruments, Uzi Wiesel 
was joined by Lukas Foss at the 
plano for a reading of the Cello So- 
nata in A, opus 69 (1808); when 
two good musicians play together, 
results can be expected to be satis- 
factory; but more than a thoroughly 
professiona] sight-reading get-toge- 
ther it was not. 

For the second part, the Jerusa- 
lem Symphony Orchestra took over 
the stage and opened with the Over- 
ture “Leonore No. 3.” [t was not bad 
at all, but more attention to the 
dramatic details of the Overture 
should have been paid by the con- 
ductor. * 

Carmen Or played the solo part in 
the Third Piano Concerto with great 
mervousness, 80 that the whole 
sounded like a reading rehearsal in 
8. music school. But the music-lov- 
ing audience gave prolonged ap- 
plause, so that everybody's honour 
seemed to have been saved. 

The most ambitious undertaking 
of the programme was the perform- 
ance of the Ninth Symphony. The 
orchestral contribution was quite 
professional if much too unpolished 
and, in the wind section, too hetero- 
eneous in sound and balance. The 
Tel Aviv Phitharmonic Choir was en- 
couraged by the comductor to shout 
with all its might, and with aH the 
din produced by the orchestra and 
particularly the cyntbals at the end, 
a climax was about which 
evoked shouts of bravo and terrific 
applause.

Jews on anniversary 
of plane hijacking

Instead 
Dymshits and Kumetsov received 
long sentences of 15 years. 

In Leningrad, a hunger strike had 
started 24 hours previously to com- 
Memorate the enniversary.

Leningrad fasters in a message to 
Jewish communities of the diaspora 
pointed out: 

“The relatives and friends of the 
convicted had written in their letter 
to the chairman of the Presidium 
of the Supreme Soviet of the 
USSR: ‘The only aim of these trials 
was to frighten the Jews of the 
USSR in order to show them that 
even the desire to leave for their 
homeland was a crime.’ History has 
judged differently.

NOT A GHETTO 


T the initiative of Dr. Raanan Weitz,

fad for American Immigrants. A similar 
district ts being considered in Beersheba for 
‘Russian immigrants. 

If Dr. Weltz could have his way, most 
new immigrants would ‘be settled in segre- 
gated districts which critics will undoubtedly 
call ready-made ghettos. Dr. Weitz, how- 
ever, sees them as instruments for obtain- 
ing a measure of integration and self-ful- 
filment heretofore unachieved. 


The approach js based on Israel's much 
acclaimed rural settlement programme. At 
Lachizh, a ring of ethnically homogeneous 
settlements was created around rural cen- 
tres, which include schools, clinics, youth 
centres, cultural and sports clubs. These 
serve as meeting grounds for the Moroc- 
cans, Rumaniang, Iraqis and other ethnic 
groups in the region. In this structure, com- 
Tmunally segregated ving areas are 
by integration at the regional 
level. With all the difficulty the new settlers 
in the Lachish region hed in adjusting to 
@ new country and form of livelihood — 
agriculture — they were braced by living 
with people who shared their cultural back- 
ground and values, In their unity, they were 
also able to face the authorities as a com- 
munity, rather than as a collection of help- 
leas individuals, What proved itself in rural 
settlement, Dr. Welz feels, is no less ap- 
plicable to towns. Present absorption me- 
thods, he feels, lack imagination and fail 
to provide a suitable organizational frame- 
work, 

“At present, each individual immigrant 
must face the government ‘bureaucracy 
on his own,” he said in a recent interview. 
“But if he is a member of an 
community with its own representatives who 
know how the bureaucracy works, than they 
ean do more for the individual than he 
ean do for himself ‘ly when they 
acquire status and political strings.” 

Tt will also go far towards curbing 
yerida or emigration, especially if the new 
community is created within the context 
of a national challenge that will provide 
a feeling of pioneering and accomplishment 
In Safad, for instance, the challenge might

The cost of the additional repair 
amounted to only 1108, but in view 
of the fuss Professor Lutzky raised 
in the garage, the manager decided 
immediately to reduce the bill to 
IL70 ~ this for an important re- 
pair which would have had to be 
done in any case; the garage did 
this, although it did not agree with 
Prof. Latzky's complaint about the 
way the work had been done, 
though acknowl that the cus- 
tomer had not been informed about 
it, The gerage manager thus tried
